NATO Calls

OTTAWA (CPI — Prime Minister Trudeau 
Wednesday repudiated a L.S. state department 
statement purporting to speak for all members of 
NATO 

“The official U.S. statement said a military In¬ 
tervention in West Germany by Russia or other 
Warsaw Pbct nations would lead to an immediate 
allied response from NATO. 

Asked about the statement In the Commons by 
Angus Maclean (PC-Malpeque) and Marcel Lam- 
bat (PC-Edmontan Wastl, Trudeau said: 

■'When the U S. government speaks through 
one of its ministers, it speaks fen Its own name and 
it does not engage any other country. 

“Its opinion of what b n eeded would be the 
opinion of a sovereign state, hut NATO decides ac¬ 
cording to its own treaty arrangements ... 

“I said the U.S. was a sovereign state and could 
act In the way it decided. 

“However, the members of NATO win only act 
In the way that NATO decides under the charter.” 

Informants said Trudeau was dissociating 
Canada from the U5. statement as made at this 
time but not from Canada's NATO obligations. 

The NATO charter says an attack against any 
of the 15 member nations—West Germany is one—

I T WOULD APPEAR that the federal government Is 
enjoying little luck in gettina,back the money it has 
paid out on behalf of others for the costs of Expo. 

The main problem is the City of Montreal which 
owes about $36,000,000 for its 12> a per cent 
responsibility in the loss. Montreal, now suffering from 
a heavy Expo hangover, has declined to negotiate or 
even communicate with Ottawa about its commit¬ 
ments. Mayor Drapeau has taken the view that silence 
on debt is golden. 

As Ottawa and the Quebec government have 
jointly guaranteed Montreal's promissory notes, these 
two governments will have to pay the shot if Montreal 
repudiates them. 

Already Expo has cost Ottawa about S15Q,- 
000.000 and Quebec about S100.000.000. so that the 
Canadian taxpayers and also those of Quebec ioutside 
Montreal! may claim that they have already paid 
their full whack, and they are not willing to take on 
Montreal's load as well. 

With its unemployment over 5.3 per cent. Its 
budget surplus dwindling and its per capita debt of 
$680 perhaps the largest in Canada (Toronto's is 
$460!. the City of Montreal Is caught in an 
inflationary tangle. 

Us mayor takes the grandiose view that to 
progress, Montreal must put more money into the pot. 

He wants Man and His World, the Expo 
extension, to become an annual affair, although it 
will be lucky* to break even this year. 

A colossal stadium plan to house a major league 
baseball team is among other speculative adventures 
the mayor is now spearheading. 

As Montreal is the chief provider of Quebec 
revenue, and pays most of that province's unrealistic 8 
per cent sales tax. Ottawa should be taking a long 
critical look at depth Into the affairs of the nation's 
largest city. 

It is certainly not good enough for Mayor 
Drapeau to disclaim Expo responsibility on one hand, 
and to wade into new adventures that could be 
extremely costly while the Canadian taxpayers are 
holding the hill. 

Ottawa softness to Quebec on bilingual and 
bicvdtural aspirations may he tolerated, but it is a 
different matter when It comes to breaking 
craitraeturel obligations and bailing out at the expense 
of other Canadian taxpayers.

Britain Still Great 


nnHE BRITISH PEOPLE, and their friends and 
1 allies, will be heartened by August figures 
which show the overseas trade gap cut by a 
substantial $ 133 , 000,000 to a more acceptable 
$78,000,000. It is still a gap. but it Is a narrowing one, 
with exports for the month up by more than 
$70,000,000 to a record SI.396J200.00a 

At the same time imports were down by nearly 
$31,000,000 to a level of $1.695j20a000. 

Although imports e x ce e ded exports and re¬ 
exports by $249,000,000, this is a big Improvement 
over July's imbalance, at $353,600,000. Invisible 
exports further cut the deficit. 

These are an interesting aspect of the British 
economy. Traditionally a net importer, in only seven 
of the past 175 years has the nation showed a trading 
surplus. But because of commercial and financial 
activities Britain has had a continuous surplus in 
that Invisible account. 

But even on the visible trade account Britain's 
performance is much better than is sometimes 
thought. In 1966. for example, the deficit was about 
$400000.000 in a total trade of over S30.00a000.00a 
And at the end of that year external assets were more 
than $50,000,000,000 and exce e de d liabilities by 
54.000.000.00a Britain Is a substantial creditor on the 
higher yielding long-term capital account and a net 
debtor on the lower yielding short term account. 

Looking at the picture from another angle, ln 
1967 British exports were nearly twice as much per 
head of population as the United States, a tenth of 
total world trade anjl about 13 per cent of global 
exports of manufactured goods. 

In spite of economic problems and the recurring 
crises which have forced devaluation of the proud 
pound. British governments have never thought of 
defaulting on overseas responsibilities. In 1967 the 
assistance to developing countries amounted to 
$600,000,000. and for the five years from 1962 to 
S3.000.000.000. This sum was better than matched, 
moreover, by private investment in these areas. 

On the record, the 56.000.000 people of Britain 
have every right to call her Great.

British Columbia, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan and a total of 169 
f .xn Manitoba. Ontario and 
Quebec. 

Bu: w>rse was the often dull 
and repetitive tone of the hear¬ 
ing;. There w.xs little of the ex¬ 
citement and sheer emotion that 
animated the springtime west¬ 
ern lour aa western women 
poured out their souls about 
prostitution, abortion, poverty 
and the crying need* of Indian 
and Eskimo women. 


Instead, the interest of women 
in Fredericton. Halifax and 
Charlottetown atetned to centre 
around legal reforms and get¬ 
ting improved home economics 
and family living courses into 
the schools 

It left observers wondering 
whether the fault lies with the 
royal commission on the status 


of women Itself or with Can¬ 
ada's women. 

At a press conference in St. 
John’s. Xfld.. two days ago. 
commission chairman Anne 
Francis. 59. explained the drop 
in temperature by suggesting 
Maritime women were more 
conservative "homebidies." 


But dividing Canadian women 
Into emancipated westerners 
and homebody easterners just 
does not satisfy as an explana¬ 
tion for why the tempo of tha 
hearings seems to have died. 

For in St. John's—as eest as a 
Canadian city can get —the com¬ 
mission sparked to life -we 
again and the woman who did it 
was hardly asking bar a sweep- 
tog change In the status of 
women. 

Ella Manuel, a free-lance 
broadcaster from Woody Wnt, 


plaint afout bweAen from com- 
f irtahly-iff suburban wimrn 
with wit eruugh to twcupy their 

minds. 

Around about Winnipeg, dis¬ 
advantaged Canadian women 
stepped bringing their misery, 
pwertj and birth-contrai prob¬ 
lems and dumping them in the 
laps of the five women and two 
men cwnmissiTorrs. 

In Halifax. Ctirrie Best, a M- 
year-»kj Negro journalist from 
New Glasgow, SA, thought tha 
hi ime might rest with the com¬ 
mission Itself. 


Tdd that a staff researcher 
had g«n* to talk to Negro lead¬ 
ers. Mrs. Best replied that toe 
c mmissiei itself should be get¬ 
ting d "ati to the grass-mnts 
levri. 


*'H you’re scared to go on an 
Indian reservation or among the 
cockroaches of a substandard 
hmie. toon you're wasting your 
time.'* she said. 


She had a point. But perhaps 
she was asking too much of a 
e immissi m operating on a budg¬ 
et tightened by toe govern¬ 
ment's e conom y drive and res¬ 
tricted by time to dying visits 
In each city. 

More pertinent may be toe 
suggestion of one cammisskmer 
that women's organizabans — toe 
main mure* of briefo presented 
at h e ari ng s -have tgxlated their 


organization and concerns bi tha 
West but in toe East are mow¬ 
ing out at step with the topes. 

Or it may simply -be that 
many women from the central 
ard eastern provinces have 
saved their big gvms for the na¬ 
tional hearings to be held it) 
Ottawa beginning Sept. 39. 

These answers are only par* 
tial. however, and they probably 
w-ou'd not have satiMied Eileen 
Stubbs, Dartmouth. N.S.. aider- 
man who got up in Halifax to 
lecture Canadian wranen about 
their failure to do more to help 
themselves.

Peruvian Lily Touchy 


By M. V. CHESNTT 

One plant which seems to have a lot 
of local gardeners baffled is the 
Peruvian Sly. Hus subject — not a true 
Wy at all hut s member of the 
Ameryilis family — will btocm its heed 
off in one garden, while right next door. 
In similar soil, the plants do the Oki 
Snktier act and gradually fade away, 
often without producing a stogie Sower. 

Success with this lovely perennial ia 
nnt too difficult, though, and failure can 
usually bo traced to certain c attributing 
(actors. 

k ♦ 

The first of these Is planting the 
fleshy, roots without preparing the aoO 
property. The Alstroemerias are not 
country cousins you can bung in the 
ground any old hew, particularly where 
the 6o0 is heavy end with a high clay 
content. The second common mistake in 
their culture b planting too tewftovriy 

Some years ago, I saw a lovely hatch 
of roots offered tor sale at «me of our 
city garden centres mid. after dtatoeat- 
tng the household budget to acquiring 
them, I tost the whole scoria through 
these two onuses. 

Today, after learning something of 
the whims of these South America* 


native*. I’ve got acme grand dumps 
flourishing in exactly the same spot 
where tiie first batch perished miser¬ 
ably. 

If you have an Mg* to try your hand 
at gruwmg some Peruvian iflies, select 
a nice sunny location which b weR 
drained, for these plants cannot abide 
puddles standing over their roots in 
winter. 

H your soil b at heavy, dig to 
plenty of coarse sand and aotne peat 
mass, together with a g ene rou s helping 
of bene meal. 

The long, tuberous roots must be 
handled with ccmaderebte care as fttey 
are very brittle and w« break off if you 
as much ae look crassly at them. Get 
them writ down, with at toast six inches 
of end covering them.

Don’t expect too much ten your 
Abtroemerias neat year tor. like ao 
many other p i mrt els. they take a 
season or two to s ettl e down b e tore 
getting into maximum p ro d uc ti on . 
You‘1 probably get a few fl ow ers mat 
year, bite nothing kfce lie quantity you 
can expect to 1970 and thereafter.

Orange King, producang orange-rod lily- 
like blooms in great prnhirian.

The kniiest of the tot are the Light 
hybrids, which come in delicaie pastel 
ahadea of pink, orange and yeBow. earns 
with el three colors combined to the 
one flower. The petals are vetoed ta 
Crimea end flushed wttii light orange, 
making the most ch a r meat picture ta 
floral arrangements. 


Unfortunately, toe Ligku varieties 
are not as wtaterherdy as AnrantUce 
and its cousins and tented ha set to tha 
ground a little deeper — about eight 
Inches down — for added protection 
against Irate, It b a good tote* to cover 
the tor me nt rents with straw or toy 
leaves ta mi dwinter.

The official U.S. statement said-a military In¬ 
tervention in West Germany by Russia or other 
Warsaw Pact nations would lead to an immediate 
tilled response from NATO. 

Asked about the statement in the Commons 
Angus MarLean (PC-Malpeque) and Marcel Lam¬ 
bert (PC-Edmonton West), Trudeau said: 

“When the U.S. government speaks through 
one of its ministers, it speaks in it* own name and 
It does not engage any other country. 

“Its opinion of what is needed would be the 
opinion of a sovereign state, but NATO decides ac¬ 
cording to its own treaty arrangements ... 

“I said the U.S. was a sovereign state and could 
act in the way it decided. 

“However, the members of NATO will only act 
In the way that NATO decides under the charter." 

Informants said Trudeau was dissociating 
Canada from the U.S. statement as made at this 
time but not from Canada's NATO obligations. 

The NATO charter says an attack against any 
of the 15 member nations—West Germany is one— 
is considered an attack against all.
